London, Sept, 2.—-The British pub- 


lic has been greatly cheered by the 
version of the recent heavy fighting 
at the Dardanelles contained in the 
ofiicial report received Jast night from 
General Sir Ian Hamilton, the British 
ocmmmander in chief. This report has 
been awaited eagerly in view of the 
reports of Constantinople that the al- 
lies had been repulsed with heavy 
losses. 


Capture Strategic Point. 


Sir Ian claims that his forces op- 


erating on the northern section of the 
line captured an important 
tactical 


point commanding the Buvia Anafarta 
valley to the east and north as well 
as malting appreciable gains along the 
Australasian front. 


IE the British colonials now domi- 


nate Annfarta, their guns should have 
a clear field to fire upon one of the 
main Turkish supply roads leading 
toward Achi Baba. The Turks, how- 
ever, have an alternative, line ot com- 
munication with this part 
of

front. Constantinople has admitted no 
advance on the part of the allies. 


Russ Claim Success.

The Duna cuts across the 
paths leading to the north and Petro- 
grad and into the north central in- 
terior, •where are the rich industrial 
cities, Moscow, Tver,

While 
the Courland is rich, the real resourc- 
es of Russia begin to the west o£ this 
third Russian line. 
"The Duna has its source in a small 
lake-cluster, about SOO feet above sea 
level, in the government of Tver. 
It 
rises in the same highland where two 
of the mightiest rivers of Russia be- 
gin their courses—the Dnieper, which 
flows to the south and 
empties 
at 
Kherson into the Black Sea, and the 
Volga, which flows southeast 
and

The .sources ol the Dnieper approach 
near tn the Duna on the south. 
"The river sweeps in a flat arc. 
southwest-northwest, to its mouth on 
the Gulf, of Riga. 
It takes up the 
drainage of an area of 32,960 square 
miles, and its a commercial way of 
first importance in western Russia. 
Riga, situated ten miles 
from 
its 


mouth, is one of 
Russia's greatest 
port cities, and a significant part of 
the products that its merchants as- 
semble are brought down the Duna. 
The large ocean-going steamers can 
ascend only to Riga, but: river boats 
ply as far as Vitebsk. Larger river 
boats navigate 
between 
Duenaburg 
and Riga, a distance of 135 miles. 
"The river is 650 miles long. 
Us 
upper course lies through a broken 
country, giving rise to many irregu- 
larities in its bed. In its lower course, 
it has an average depth of about thir- 
ty feet and an average breadth of 
1400 feel. 
During the time of the 
spring floods, these measurements arc 
largely increased. 'The Duna, then, 
often piles up fifteen feet abore its 
usual level and spreads 
out 
for a 
width of more than a mile. The river 
is free from ice on an average of 240 
days in the yeai'. 
"It is estimated that more than 2,- 


000,000 tons of freight are tran«- 
ported over the Duna 
each 
year. 
Among its tributaries, the Mezha'. Us- 
vyat, Kasplya, Uula, Disna and Bold- 
er-aa are also navigable. 
The Bere- 
sin canal connects the Duna with the 
Dnieper, thus giving « freight route 
by water from the Baltic Sea, across 
Europe, to the Black Sea. As is the 
penral case with Russian rivers, the 
Duna abounds in fish, a very delicate 
species of salmon being caught in 
its waters."

PAPER PULP OF SUGAR CANE 


One of Greateit Problemi of Mereurv 


tile World Solved by Recent 


Diicoverie* in Trinidad. 


One .of the greatest problems that 


are brought before the mercantile 
world for consideration as a result of 
the rapid decrease in the timber sup- 
ply is the discovery of n fitting sub- 
stitute for wood pulp in the manufac- 
ture of paper. A short time ago we 
published a report of the French sys- 
tem of making paper pulp from vines. 
The. latest suggestion, however, is the 
utilization of sugar cane, and as far 
as it has been tested It has appeared 
In the light of a genuine solution. 


The 
planters 
in 
Trinidad 
have 


found that they can add enormously 
to their yearly profits by raising their 
cane and treating it with the specific 
object of turning It into paper, with 
the manufacture of sugar as a mere 
wide Issue. 
The prooess which they 


have now adopted makes it possible 
to use all the fiber of the cane for I 
paper and.at the same time to get j 
more sugar from It than by any of i 
the old methods. 
The United States 


consul at Santiago moreover reports 
that the manufacture of paper from 
the cane Is exciting considerable in- 
terest and some investment in all the 
sugar country and an American com- 
pany has installed special machinery 
at Preston on Tripe bay. 


The machinery will separate 
the 


pulp fr"m the fiber. The water Is 
eliminated and the pulp and fiber 
dried with r,n the elements of sugar 
still In them. The pulp nnd fiber are 
handled separately and the sugar ex- 
tracted so that the fiber is not brok- 
en. High grade paper can be .made 
from the fiber and from the pulp resi- 
due a coarser product is turned out 
which has a commercial value, while 
the quality of the sugar is in no wise 
affected.

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FLOODS IN CANTON 


DISTRICT, CHINA 


SEVERE THIS YEAR 


IMPORTANT NEWS EXPECTED SOON FROM THE DARDANELLES 


All Low Portions of City of Canton 


Are Under Water—American 
' 
Gunboat Gives Relief. 


[CY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


Peking, Sept. 1.—The floods in the 


Canton delta are the worst that have 
"been experienced in many years. All 
the low portions of the city of Canton 
are under water, including the island 
of Shameen on which the foreign con- 
sulates, including the American, are 
-situated. 
The 
American gunboat. 
••Wilmington," has been placed 
at 
thn disposal of ihe Relief Committee 
at [long Kong for the purpose of car- 
rying food to the 
destitute people. 
Navigation up and down the rivers is 
difficult and dangerous, not only ow- 
ing tfi the terrific rush of water but 
also because of the fact that buoys 
and other aids to 
navigation have 
been washed 
away. The enormous 
population that lives on small boats 
along the Canton rivers and canals— 
often a whole family living on a 
boat I \velve feet long—are suffering 
no less terribly than the people who 
have been driven to the upper floors 
or roofs of their poor habitations. 
H is said that junlt-loads of corpses 
are to be seen from time to time 
afloat on the rivers, and 
naturally 
many bodies. No estimate can yet be 
made c!' the loss of life, but it is sup- 
posed that it will number many thpu 
sands, and those people who survive 
the flood must subsequently face the 
nsual famine and pestilence that wil 
follow. 
The Governor of Kwangtung 
reports to the 
Central Government 
that a fire destroyed 2,000 .houses i: 
Canton, burning oil floating from 
one 
house to another on the current of the 
flood.

Hundreds of men. women and 
children, Ir.king refuge on the iiouso i 
tops ii- Iho tire zone, during till' eon-:

gruesome spectacle

witnessed 
when seventeen corpses were remov- 
ed from the Chinese postofftce. 
The 
soldiers worked magnificently, rescu- 
ing women from the canal near the 
French bridge and removing them to ] 
the hospital. While engaged in res-; 
cue work many soldiers were drown-! 
ed. 
The staff of a 
Japanese firm, 
Messrs. Mitsui Busan Kaisha. whose 
office is on the Shameen, boiled huge 
cauldrons of rice, which was distrib- 
uted among refugees on board 
the 
hundreds of boats sheltering in the 
creek at the back of the foreign con-1 
cession. The police were helpless to 
suppress extensive looting. People on 
the Shameen could hear distinctly 
revolver shots being exchanged 
be- 
tween robbers and the police in the 
neighborhood of the canal. Food is at 
famine prices. 
Missionaries and oth- 
er foreigners have been amply provid- 
ed for from Hong Kong. 
Wealthy Chinese and Britishers at 
Honq Kong 
have 
organized relief 
funds and 
relief 
expeditions,

American and 
British missionaries 
are making earnest efforts to relieve
